the Charge of the Pariſh, Bur the ſaid Canons 
doenottell us, thatthe Church-wardens ſhall pro. 
vide this Table, excluſively of the Y :icar, without 
his counſell ; or that they ſhall appaiat either of 
whar faſhion it ſhall be, or whether it ſhall tand 
in the body of the Church , or in the Chancell - or 
whether in the Chancell, it ſhall be placed at the 
upper cnd , like an Altar ; or inthe middle, like a 
Table For any thing thoſe Canoxs tell us, the /i- 
ear wasto have a greater hand in ordering the ſaid 
Table, being ſo provided, thenthe Charch-war- 
were, or oughtto have: as one that betrer 


underſtood what was convenient in; and for Gods 


ſervice , than rhey did orcould. Nor did the Y+. 
car any thing in this caſe againſt the Canon, for 
hee provided not the Table, nor cauſed any Altar

to pull them downe. Injunt.1* Eliz foz Tables 
in the Church, W hercas indeed the C#rate, or the 
Miniſter in that 1»Jjuni#:0n, is the principall mangand 
the Church-wardens , or one of them, are added tor 
aſſiſtance only; perhaps,becauſe they were to beare 
the Charges of it. For it isorlered that no Altor be 
taken downe, but by the over-ſight of the Curare of the 
Church, and the Church-wardens, or one of them at 
the leaſt, wherein no riotous or diſordered manner to bee 
»/cd, Not pulled downe theretore,as the Epr/fo/-r 
hath it, which implics a riot or a-popular tury ; but 
taken downe in faire and m_ manner: and that 
not 
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Szcr. 1. not by the Charchwardens, asthe principall men, but 


by the Carate chiefly,and any one of the Churchwar- 
dexns,whom he pleated tochuſe. It's true indeed,the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe is he to whom the ordering of 
theſe things doth of right belong;and in the Pretace 
tothe Common Prayer Book it 15ſo appointed; For 
in the ſaid Preface it is ſaid,that foraſmuch as nothin 
almoſt can be ſo plainly ſet forth but donbts may ariſe 
in the uſe and prattiſe of the ſame : to appeaſt all ſuch 
diverſities (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts concerning the manner how to ender ſtand, do, 
execute the things conteined in this Booke , the-Parties 
that ſo doubt , ſhall alwaies reſort unto the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe,ec. But then,jt is as true, or at leaſt, more fit, 
that he ſhould ſend his reſolutions tothe Prieſt, then 
tothe Pariſh ; the Curat having taken an oath of Ca- 
ronicall obedience to him, which the people have nor; 
Whenthertoreitis ſaid in the beginning of the Let- 
ter, that the Churchwardens were appointed 
ro remove the Table,ag whom it oxtnetpally did. 
concerne under the Dioceſan; chats bur another

as if they did affirme as much : its plaine,that there is 
no ſuch thing in the ſaid 1njuni#iov. The Queens 1»- 
Junitions, 4n.1559.tell us of neither a/ nor moſt, as it 
is alleged: but only ſay, thar in many and ſundry parts | 
of this Realme , the Altars in the Churches were reme. 
ved, end Tables placed for the adminiſtration of the ho« 
ly Sacrament , = Sundry and many is not a# nor 
moſt , in my poore conceit, And iris plaine by that 
which followes, not only that 7x other places, the Al. 
tors were not taken downe upon opinion of ſome further 
Order to be taken in it by Oban Commiſsioners ; + 
but it is ordered , That no Altar ſhall be taken downe , 
without the overſight of the Curat ,c one of the Church< 
wardens at the leait ; and that too with great care 
and cauticn,as before is ſaid. Nay the Commiſcroners 
were contented well enough, that the A/tars former- 
ly erected __ havedtill continued; declaring, as it 

oth appeare by the ſaid mundo , that the remo. 
ving of the Altars , ſeemed #be 4 matter of no great 
moment : and ſoit is acknowledged by _ oler, 
in the following Paragraph,where he confefleth it in |

nicnt, that in the firſt project of the Reformation, 
ncither the 2wueene nor her Commiſſioners diſallowed 
ot Altars, or thought them any way unſerviceable in 
a Church Reformed. So that for ought appeares un. 
to the contrary, neither the Article, nor the Homily, 
nor the 2ucencs Injunitions, northe Canons of 1571, 
have determined any thing : but that as the Zords 
_ may be calleda Sacrifice, ſo may the holy Ta- 
ble be called an Altar;and conſequently,let up in the 
place where rhe Altar ſtood, 


Ow as there isalleged no Canon, Ordinance, 
-or Doctrine, which, if examined rightly, do 
declare againſt it ; ſothere is much that may be ſaid 
in defence thereof: and of that much we will uſe no- 
thing,bur that which will agree with the capacitic of 
the meaneſt man, and ſhall be proved by that autho... 
ritic which the Epiſtoler truſts ro moſt, in all this bu- 
ſineſle, eventhe Ads and Monuments. To which we 
ſhall adjoyn, for ourmore aſſurance, the Teſtimonie 
of two Ads of Parliament ; one under King Edward 
the ſixth, th'other under Queen FZ/:zaberb. Firſt, tor 
the LA GHs and Monuments, we find, that not a few of 
thoſe which ſaffered death for their oppoſing of the 
grols and carnall Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, did 
not only well enonegh indure thename of Altar, but 
without any doubt or ſcruple , called the Lords Sup. 
per, ſometimesa Sacrifice, and many times the 5 acra- 
ment of the Altar. So ſpeaks Tohn Fryth ; Secondly, 
They 
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They examined me , touching the Sacrament of the Al. Sz er.1 
tar, Whether it was the very Body of Chriſt dy not. Ats 
and Monuments, part.2.pag. 307. lohn Lambert thus, 
As concerning th'other fx Sacraments , I make yon the 
ſame Anſwer , that 1 have done unto the Sacrament of 
the Altar , and noother, pag. 401. And in another 
place, Cunrsr being offered up once for all in his 
owne proper perſon , is yet ſaid robe off ered Wi not oxely 
every yeare at Eaſter, but alſo every day in the celebra- 
tion of the Sacrament ; becavſe his Oblation once for 
ever made,ts thereby repreſemted,pa.435. Archbithop 
Cranmer alſo , though he oppoled the Szarate of the 
Six Articles , particularly that of Tranſubſtantiation, 
which he throughly canvaſt : yet at the phraſe or 
terme of Sacrament of the Altar , hee tooke no of- 
fence, but ulcth it as formerly hath been accu- 
ſomed, pag.

666, And if welooke into the Story of 
thoſe times,we ſhall quickly find,that it was no {can- 
dall raken by the people,which did occafion thator

yer plainly the authoritic is the ſame inthe, as it 
was itt herz which may be made apparant by ma» 
ny Arguments drawne from the Common Law, 
and the AR it ſelfe. Firſt, from 'the purpoſe of 
that clauſe, which was to fence the Rites and Ce- 
remonies of the Church, then uſed, from all ire. 
verence and contempt: and for the publiſhing of 
ſuch other Rites and Ceremanies,as might in further 
time be found convenient , for the advancement of 
Gods glory, the edifying of his Church, and the pro- 
I curement 
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curement of due reverence t0- Chriſt's holy Sacra- 
ments. Burt ſecingthat the Rites and Ceremonies of 
the Church, were not onely ſubje& unto Irreve- 
rence and contempt inthe ſaid Qxecenes time, but 
are, and have been fleigh:e1,and irreverently abu- 
ſed in time of her Swereſſours + the At had ill 
provided for the Churches fafetic, in caſe, the 
power of rectifying what was amiſfe , either b 
ordering of new Ries , or ſtabliſhing the old, did 
not belong as well to her Swcceſſours , as it did to 
her. Next, from the very phraſc and ſtile which 
is there uſed. For it is ſaid , the Quecene, with the 
advice of the Metropolitan , might ordaine and 
liſh, &c. the Qwcene indefinitely, and the Merro- 
politan indefinitely,” If then by Qeenc indefinite.

Fiftly,from 
arcſolution in the Law,in a caſe muchlike: it being 
determined by that great Lawyer Ployden , that 
ifa man give Lands to the Xing by deed inrolled, 
a Fee-ſimple doth palie, without theſe words, Suc- 
ceſſours and Heives ; becauſe in judgement of Law, 
The King never dieth, Coke on Litl, Pag.9.d.

2. cap, 1. where- 
by it was enadted , That all Ecclefiafticall power 
and authoritie , which heretofore had been, or might 
lawfully bee exerciſed by uſed for the viſe of” 
the Fecleſraſtieall ftate , and perſons , and for refor- 
mation of all , and all manner. Errours , Hereſics, 
$chiſmes, Abuſes , and Ciontempts , Offences, and 
Enormities, jhould bee ' for ever united and an- 
nexed to the Imperiall Crowne of this RealmeL : 
Was notan Act zntroduttory of a new law,but con- 
frmative of an old , for that this AR.doth not an- 
nex any juriſditiontothe Crowne,but that which 
wasn truth , orof right ought to bee by the anci- 
ent Lawes of the Realme,parcell of the Kings Ju- 
riſdiftion, and united tothe crowne Im eriall By 
this Authoritie the Altars were firſt taken downe 
in King Edwards reigne, though countenanced and
